It enters into almost every phase of our industrial civiliza­ 
tion. 
So it may be assumed, as formerly, that when steel pros­ 
pers, nearly everybody is prospering. 
Indications from various other sources corroborate this view. 
There are none of the fundamental conditions of prosperity miss­ 
ing in the business survey of the hour, says the editor quoted. 
Some croakers evidently don’t know prosperity when they see 
it. Others have a pessimistic complex about it. They fear it s too 
good to be true, or it can’t last if it is true. Facts have been dis­ 
crediting them right along. 


Few er Inventions W anted 


If Newton D. Baker, former secretary of war, “surprised” the 
American Institute of Electrical Engineers the other day when he 
told them that they ought to invent fewer things, he probably sur­ 
prised a lot of other people, too. There is a commonly accepted 
belief that continual improvement of our mechanical devices is 
good. But is it? 
Mr. Baker considers the frequent adoption of slight mechani­ 
cal improvements as one of the greatest economic wastes of the 
present day. 
It throws into the discard so many articles which 
have not fulfilled their useful possibilities, thus wasting raw mate­ 
rials and money as well as human energy. 
All of this is easier to understand when specific examples are 
cited. It was reported a few years ago that Luther Burbank had 
evolved a great many plant imprvcments which had not yet been 
made public. 
Haste in putting them to general use would have 
upset and dangerously disturbed many legitimate interests. 
In 
proper time they may be made public, to the benefit of everybody 
concerned. 
Some companies, such as telephone corporations, have filed 
away hundreds of minor improvements. 
They are not withheld 
now in order to retard development but because it seems wise 
policy. All of them will be used when the companies are ready to 
change the whole design of their equipment. To put these minor 
improvements in operation one at a time would mean wastefully 
junking other equipment and materials still good for much service. 
It is not a matter of cheeking progress, but of going forward 
only as fast as is compatible with thrift, safety and sanity.

A Collapse In Russia? 


According1 to the Chicago Tribune, which forms its opinions 
from secret advices from Russia, the Soviet government is nearing 
a collapse. 
The Tribune finds many indications supporting this view, of 
which the principal one appears to be a currency depreciation. 
Heretofore the Soviet statesmen have prided themselves on the 
stability of their new currency at par, and have boasted that it 
was as good as British or American currency. Now the chervonetz 
Is said to he slipping, as a result of inflation. 
The depreciation looks very slight—only a couple of cents in 
IO dollars—but a further drop is expected. The government, ac­ 
cording to the “dope,” could not stand if its financial system fell. 
It is possible that in this case the wish inspires the thought. 
Most observers see less indication than ever of a Soviet downfall. 
If financial depreciation could wreck governments, whore would 
the French republic be today? 
The Bolshevists at Moscow have outlived so many crises, hur­ 
dled so many obstacles and belied prophecies of disaster so often 
that the outside world is inclined to give little credit any more to 
pessimistic forecasts. Most of us will not believe that Bolshevism 
is dying until proofs are furnished that is it already dead.

Mrs. Bonnin feels that although the 
Indian has been granted American 
citizenship by congress ho Is not re­

out of the Navajo funds. The Navajo?! 
protested against this hill before It 
was passed, saying that the bridge 
would be of no help to them, hut their 
objection was over ruled. 
Mrs. Bonnin also explains that there 
are now In committee In congress 
several bills which the Indians feel 
would work great injustice to them lf 
passed.

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Prosperous Steel 


T h e Iron Trade Review reports that steel production so far 
this year exceeds that of the same period in 1925, and 1925 was 
"the greatest year in the history of the industry. 
Dividends and 


surpluses are high. 
Steel, pays the editor of this important trade publication, is 
still the mort dependable business barometer. 
It is inseparably 
bound up with automobiles and building, the next-biggest indus­ 
tries. It enters into almost every phase of our industrial civiliza­ 
tion. 
So it may be assumed, as formerly, that when steel pros­ 
pers, nearly everybody is prospering. 
Indications from various other sources corroborate this view. 
There are none of the fundamental conditions of prosperity miss­ 
ing in the business survey of the hour, says the editor quoted. 
Some croakers evidently don’t know prosperity when they see 
it. Others have a pessimistic complex about it. They fear it s too 
good to be true, or it can’t last if it is true. Farts have been dis­ 
credit intr them right along. 


F e w e r Inventions W a n ted 


If Newton D. Baker, former secretary of war, "surprised” the 
American Institute of Electrical Engineers the other day when he 
told them that they ought to invent fewer things, he probably Bur 
prised a lot of other people, too. 
There is a commonly accepted 
belief that continual improvement of our mechanical devices is 
good. But is it? 
Mr. Baker considers the frequent adoption of slight mechani­ 
cal improvements as one of the greatest economic wastes of the 
present day. 
It throws into the discard so many articles which 
have not fulfilled their useful possibilities, thus wasting raw mate­ 
rials and money as well as human energy. 
All of this is easier to understand when specific examples are 
cited. It was reported a few years ago that Luther Burbank had 
evolved a great many plant impwcmcnts which had not yet been 
made public. 
Haste in putting them to general use would have 
upset and dangerously disturbed many legitimate interests. 
In 
proper time they may be made public, to the benefit of everybody 
concerned. 
Some companies, such as telephone corporations, have filed 
away hundreds of minor improvements. 
They are not withheld 
now in order to retard development but because it seems wise 
policy. All of them will be used when the companies are ready to 
change the whole design of their equipment. To put these minor 
improvements in operation one at a time would mean wastefully 
junking other equipment and materials still good for much service. 
It is not a matter of checking progress, but of going forward 
only as fast as is compatible with thrift, safety and sanity.

A Collapse In Russia? 


According to the Chicago Tribune, which forms its opinions 
from. secret advices from Russia, tile Soviet government is nearing 


a collapse. 
The Tribune finds many indications supporting this view, of 
which tho principal one appears to be a currency depreciation. 
Heretofore the Soviet statesmen have prided themselves on the 
stability of their new currency at par, and have boasted that it 
was as good as British or American currency. Now the chervonetz 
Is said to be slipping, as a result of inflation. 
The depreciation looks very slight—only a couple of cents in 
IO dollars—but a further drop is expected. The government, ac­ 
cording to the "dope," could not stand if its financial system fell. 
It is possible that in this case the wish inspires the thought. 
Most observers see less indication than ever of a Soviet downfall. 
If financed depreciation could wreck governments, where would 
the French republic be today? 
The Bolshevists at Moscow have outlived so many crises, hur­ 
dler! so many obstacles and belied prophecies of disaster so often 
that the outside world is inclined to give little credit any more to 
pessimistic forecasts. Most of us will not believe that Bolshevism 
is dying until proofs are furnished that is it already dead. 


Ads In T h e Sky 


Grinded Mathews, the English inventor who discovered the 
alleged "death ray,” now comes forward with a light projector 
which he says can be used to print advertising on the sky at night. 
The night sky becomes an immense screen, and reading matter or 
pictures thrown upon it at a great height can be seen clearly from 
the ground, over a wide ;irea. 
French rights to the new device have already been sold, and 
the inventor is coming over to dispose of them in this country— 
the Chosen Land of advertising. 
So there is probably no hope against universal commercialism. 
Some slight progress has been made lately in restricting billboards 
along highways and scenic routes; but what use Is it to banish 
commercial exploitation from the land, if the heavens themselves 
are to be made one great billboard? The stars will be lost among 
cigaret and lipstick ads. 
Nature-lovers will be driven indoors, or out to the woods. 
There will be a new premium on isolation.
